OBTAINING GOODS BY 4s FORGE!) REQUEST. 
Leung Fuk was charged with offering, u:ter- 
ing. disposing of, and putting off a forged 
request with intent to defraud. ‘I'here were 
five other counts in the indictment. He pleaded 
not guilty. : 

The jurors were Messrs. W. H. T. Davis, 
F. X. Remedios, J. M. M. Dourdio, H. W. 
Ramoker, R E. Humphreys, Angus Sinolair, 
and F. J. Barros. 

The Acting Attorney-General (the Hon. H. 
E. Pollock) said the counts against. prisoner in 
this case were six in number, and they were all 
of them brought under what waa called the 
Forgery Ordinance of the Colony, ‘ rdinance 6 
of 186. The evidence would show that prison- 
er went to a man called Lee On, who was a oar- 
ver of chops and atamps, about nine o'clook on 
the morning of the 27th Octuber, and asked 
bim to make him a chop bearing the characters 
of the Ma Seung Kwai Tong shop as quickly 
as possible. Lee On agreed to do this, and pri- 
soner called for it two honra afterwards. It 
appeared (hat prisoner was formerly in the 
employ of the Ma Seung Kwai Tong firm, 
but when be went to get this chop made he had 
alreudy left their employment, and he got this 
chop made with intent to defraud. Oo get- 
ting the chop from Lee On prisoner took it to 
a man ramed Tsang Shu, who was evidently o 
confederate of his, and got him to write ont 
three delivery orders for goods whivh were to 
be obtained from the Wong Cheung Ki shop. 
the Ma Seung Kwai Tong chop being affiiad 
to the orders. Prisoner presented these orders 
to the Wong Cheung Ki shop on the 9th, lOth, 
aud 12th November, pretending that they came 
from the Ma Seung Kwai Toug shop. -On the 
strength of these orders certain goods were 
handed to him on the Yth and 10th October, 
but on the 12th October suspicion was aroused 
that the requests for goods were forged and that 
the Ma Seung Kwai Tong firm had not sent 
prisoner for the goods 

Prisoner was found guilty on all counts. 

Sentence was deferred. 

Tsang Shu was charged with making © re- 
quest for the delivery of goods with intent to 
defrand. ‘There were four other counts in the 
indictment. He pleaded not guilty. Prisoner 
was fuuud uot gnilty by five of the jury against 
two, and was acoordingly discharged. 

‘The jury was composed as follows :—Messre 
A. W. Macpherson, F.H. A. Faachs, L. Scul- 
fort. E. A. da Silva, A. lLumjabn, G. A. Buok- 
land and W.H. Gaskell. 

In the afternoon Leung Fuk came up for 
sentence. Addressing prisoner, Hix Lordship 
said (through the interpreter)—You have been 
convicted on an indictment which charges you 
with no less than siz different offences. Under 
the first three counts you are found guilty of 
uttering forged doouments on three different 
dates and under the last three you are charged 
with demanding goods—and in two ont of the 
three obtaining them—under documents which 
you knew to be forged. I don't suppose you 
bave the slightest idea of the enormous 
gravity of your offence The section of the 
Ordinance under which you have been con- 
victed provides that the inaximum punish- 
meut for one of these offences shall be penal 
servitude for life. It would be impossible to 
varry on mercantilv‘affairs if people are to forge 
requests and go and order goods in this way. 
I have thought ‘carefully asto what was my 
duty, and J] am bound to say in the first place 
that 1 never met with « mun who seemed to be 
so absolutely regardless of truth as yourself. You 
kept on contradictiny yourself this morning, first 
saying one thing and then auother, first swear- 
ing one thing before the Magisirate and then 
swearing here it wasulie., Unless you mend 
your ways I do not know what will be the end 
of you. I see you are described as only 19 in 
the information, and so I take your case into 
mereiful consideration on secount of your being 
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very young, I sentence you to three years’ im- 
| prisonment with hard labour on each of the siz 
counts, but the sentences will ram concurrently, 
so that your sentence will be three years’ hard 
labour altogethor. : - 

THE ATTEMPT TO BRIBE MR. J. DYER BALL, 

An old woman named Tsoi Sam was obareee 
with offering a bribe to a public servant wit 
view to influence his ‘conduct. She pleaded not 
guilty. 

The jurors were Messrs. E. Mirow, (. M. 
Castro, H. N. Huke, W. H. T. Davies, Mr. A. 
Calahso, A. Sinclair, and J. Lemm. 

The Acting Attorney-General said defendant 
was charged with on the 1lth December 
offering to Mr. Dyer Ball, who was a public 
servant in office as the Aoting Assistant 
Registrar-General, a bribe, namely $15, with a 
view to influence his conduct as such public’ 
servant. The evidence for the prosecution 
would show that defendant had been applying 
recently to the Registrar-Goneral’s department 
for permission to rent a pork stall on the site of 
the oid latrine which formerly stood in the Sai 
Yung Po market.

5.—As usual we recently went out to dredge 
and collect shells at the pluce before mentioned, 
but we were stopped from dving so by some 
people of the Ping-Chau Island. 

6.—The people who stopped our dredging 
operations are the employées of the alleged 
monopoly. The name of the alleged monopoly 
is Lee, Hing Company. These employées in- 
formed us that the aforesaid Company has the 
exelixite rights and privileges for collecting the 

shells and unless we pay them or to the said 
Lee Hing Company a sum of one candareen per 
picul for the same they would seize and confis- 
cate our junks and they will also arrest and put 
agin prison.

PIRACY IN VANIO\ WATEKS, 


A Canton correapondent sends us the follow. 
ing instances of recent piracies :—

They, however, slipped the ropes by which the - 
boat was moored to the jetty and shoved off, 
They were pursued by several small boats, , 
and just at this time a steam-launch 
named the Hung Wing, having a Kong- | 
mun boat in tow, arrived, and the people 
on shore shouted out to her to pursue the 
pirates. The orew, being afraid of the ven-— 
greance of the pirates, at firat hesitated, but 
upon the shore people threatening them and ~ 
commencing to fire upon them, they took up 
the chase.. Another steam-laanch, the Lee Yik, 
also arrived at this time, and she too joined in 
the pursuit. One pirate was killed, another 
jamped into the water, and the rest escaped. 

On the 12th inst, a boat named the Kut Chan, 
from Saichew to Canton, was attacked about: 
Wongkwakok, by pirates who had boarded her 
as passengers, and a large amount of booty was 
carried sway. ne 

About the same time another boat from Sun- 
tak to Canton was attacked in mid-voyage and 
between two and thre thousand dollars worth 
of property was stolen. o, ;

vagrants, beachcombers, and sailors. The Com- 
mittee then agreed to ask some influential gen- 
‘tlemen to undertake to interview these cases for 
them, These gentlemen kindly consented and 
for a few months did good work, but found it 
took too much of their valuable time and finally 
they had to give if up. It was then decided 
that in future these cases should not be treated 
by the Committee, but that a donation of $20 
monthly should be given to the Sailors’ Home 
and a like sum to the Salvation Army Home, 
where such cases would be assisted when 
deserving. During the year 64 cases came 
under the consideration of the committee 
aud assistance was given in 52 instances. 
Seventy-five cases were assisted at the above 
homes. Employment was found in the 


- colony for several of the applicauts and pas- 


sages were paid for others to places where 
they had relatives, or to where they were as- 
sured of employment. On granting passages to 
‘other places the applicant has {o show that he 
has friends there or promise of employment. 
The Sociaty has paid for the maintenance 
and education of fonr destitute children, and 
monthly allowances have been made for poor’ 
and aged people.

That the islands recently included within the 
boundaries of the colony of Hongkong teem 
with bad characters has received another exem- 
plification, and the necessity for still further 
Incseasing the police force becomes more and 
more apparent. Though Lamma Island has 
long been known as a veritable hotbed of 
thieves and robbers, the police are offly,re- 
presented by five Indians—a sergeant andéfour 
conetables—who are stationed at Yung Shu 

an, 

It appears that early yesterday morning—be- 
fore daylight in fact—two Indian constables were 
on patrol near Yung Shu Long when they were 
suddenly attacked by aboat a score of Hoklos 
armed with choppers, ete. The constables appear 
to have been taken completely by surprise, for 
before they could offer any resistance they were 
deprived of their carbines, pouches, belts, am- 
munition, and whistles, being severely cut about 
the legs in the struggle which ensued, Their 
assailants then went to Yuog Shu Wan, where 
they stole a fishing boat und rowed away in it 
eastwards.

Captain Pennofather said he had a master’s. 
certificate issued in London in 1882, He had . 
been in command of the Hupeh since the 26th: - 
June last. She was owned by the Taikoo Sugar 
Refinery Company, of Hongkong, and’ was.a 
steel steamer of 1 register, two decks, four 
holds, cellular bottom, fore and aft, with the 
exception of under engine rooms and boilers. 
They left Pasaroan (Java) on the 6th November, 
with a full cargo (about 4,000 tons) of raw 
sugar in baskets bound for Hongkong. There 
was 8 full complement of officers and orew, and 
the ship was properly-found in every way. The 
ship was last docked in Hongkong last June. - 
She was then under Government survey. Sho’ 
had a passenger certificate. All went well until 
‘Tuesday, 14th November. They passed Cabra 
Island at 11 a.m. four miles off. -They ex- 
perienced a strong northerly wind. At 2 
a.m. on the uk he noticed that the ship 
was taking a list to port. At 6 am. she 
had a list of six degrees to port and at 
8 a.m. she hall a list of eight degrees, He 


-then concludad that the cargo had shifted. 


He ordered the coals to be used from the 
port side and ‘he turned the ship round with 
the intention of going to Manila to get the 
cargo put right. The sea was pretty high 
all day but moderated towards evening, At 10 
p.m. the ship had 17 degrees list to port, Think- 
ing it was gotting dangerous he decided to 
jettison the cargo. He had previously or- 
dered all pumps to be put on. They could not 
sound-as the jist placed the sdunding pipes 
under water. They then took the hatches off 
No. 1 hold, that being the only one not covered 
by water. All hands were engaged during 
the night throwing the cargo overboard. By 
5.230 am. on the 17th they had jettisoned 
105 baskets from the port side, No. 1 hold, 
The ship had righted considerably, having a 
lisy of only four degrees. He then stopped 
jettisoning the cargo and battened down the 
hatch. The chief officer and himself sounded 
all wells and_ tanks and found all dry with the 
exception of No. 2 hold, where they found four 
feet of sugared water on the starboard side. 
At 6-30 a.m. without any warning the vessel 
fell 27 degrees to starboard, sweeping all the 
boats aire on that side. He opened No. 1 hatch 
again and started to jettison from the star- 
board side of No. 1 hold, the sbip steaming 
slowly at the time. They worked at the 
cargo until 5 p.m., when they had {o leave off, 
as the water had got so high owing to the 
continued list. All the cargo on ‘the . star- 
board side of the ‘tween decks in No. 1 hold 
had been discharged. The ship had then a list 
of 33 degrees. He battehed down No.1 hatch 
again and stopped the engines to draw fires, 
starting again at 8.30 p.m. The ship kept 
her way for about half an hour, when he lost 
all control over her. She had a list of 45 
degrees. The engines wera kept’ going until 
4 am. on the 18th (Saturday), when the. 
chief engineer reported to him that he 
could not keep steam any longer.

He crossed his own baok- 
yard scaling a ladder entered an empty room at 
the rear of the Shantung Road. He produced 
4 quantity of cotton wool carefully saturated 
with kerosene, which be placed against the 
wooden partition dividing the two houses and 
was in the act of setting it alight when he was 
disvovered ani promptly handed over to the 
police. When arrested his clothes were damp 
with the kerosene which he had carried up the 
ladder in a brass kettle. 

Contrary to general custom prisoner admitted 
the crime and in effect pleaded that poverty 
and the possibility of obtaining Tls. 900 for 
which he was insured ledhim to commit the dued. 

T'he Court sentenced him to twelve months 
imprisonment. 

Had prisoner succeeded in his nefarious 
designs, a most seriousfire must have been the 
tusult having regard to the congested character 
of the distriet. ‘Ihe value of the gouds insured 
by the avcused we are credibly informed would 
fall far short of $200, so that in effecting an 
insurauée some six times the amount it is obvious 
that the Insuranve Company concerned place 
a positive premium on arson.—China Gazette.

HE JAPANESE IN CHINA. 


Ata meeting of the To-a Dobun-kai (Hast- 
Asian Fellow-thinkers) held in the Maple Club 
on the 2nd instant, Prince Konoye spoke of 
the impressions produced on him by his recent 
trip to China. Fe was struck above all things 
by the hugeness and the vast material resources 
of the empire, and he saw many opportunities 
for Japanese industrial and commercial enter- 
prise—opportunities which ought to be utilized, 
since Japan can. never hope to be prosperous by 
means of agriculture only. At the same time, 
he observed, with satisfaction, that there were 
signs of Japanese activity in the south of China. 
Formerly such of his countrymen as might be 
seen there were of the out-at-elbow, adventurer 
class, but respectable men were now making 
their appearunce in Canton and elsewhere, and 
it was a fair presumption that they did not go 
there for nothing. With regard to the often- 
noted fact that the Japanese have not made 
any use of the facilities obtained for them 
by the negotiators of the Shimonoseki ‘Treaty, 
and that tha speci:.1 settlements allotted by 
the terms of that dooument are inbabited by 
weeds only. Prince Konoye found that in each 
of the towns adjacent to these settlements 
some thirty or forty Japanese were living. 
They did not attempt to take up land in the 
settlements, however, not because they lacked 
enterprise, but because it was obviously impossible 
for euch small communities to bear the expense 
of occupying new Jands in a place where con- 
siderable sums would have to be spent on roads, 
drains. lighting and other municipal necessities. 
The Government ought to come to their aid in 
these matters:—Japan Mail.
